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Debate on the Bond Bill Be- 


comes Personal. 


•'INCOMPETENT AND DISHONEST" 


Are Hie Terms Used by Senator Teller 


In Referring to the Admin- 


istration.

WASHINGTON, January 3.—The senate 


heard a stirring epeech today, the bond 
question being the theme. Mr. Shsr- 
mau'a epeech, which had been antici- 
pated with muuh interest for some time, 
initiated the financial discussion. The 
veteran Bflimtor waa in good voice, and 
his speech was cloaely followed through- 
out. 
This, hgwevei, was merely a pre- 


lude to the financial controversy, vigor- 
one and personal in character. Mr. El- 
lane of West Virginia sought to secure 
an immediate vote on hia resolution di- 
reeiting that all bond issues be adver- 
tised and the bonds offered to tiio pub- 
lic. Mr. Hill attempted to Jiave the 
resolution referred to committee, but on 
u rollcall the vote was overwhelmi'inLy 
in favor of proceeding witli the ques- 
tion. Only six negative votes were cast 
—Ohilton, Oaffery, Hill, JUlche!1 "' 
Wisconsin, Murphy and lirico. 


Mr. Hill Bpoiift vigorously mrainst tlie 


resolution. Ho asserted that Mr. Sher- 
man, wlien secretary of the treasury, 
had made bond contracts with the New 
York syndicate similar to the one now 
assailed. Tnia brought on a 0han> pur- 
eoniil debate in which Mr. Hill, Mr. 
Sherman, Hoar, Toller and others par- 
ticipated. At 5.3D the BBiiate ajireeil to 
adjourn, although the motion earned 
hy a bare untjurity of one. 
During thu 


day Mr. Morrill, from ths finance com- 
mittee, reported that the tariff and hond_ 
bill w mid be ready on Tuesday, to 
which day the senate adjourned.

He referred to the fact tl 
petty government olliciata were coi 
polled to inakw contracts after the a 
vertieeinent, and yet the President ai 
secretary of the treasury were entire 
relieved of thin valuable safeguard. M 
Elkins reviewed the commissions paid 
for floating loans during the wiir, to 
Hliow tho finormoiiB extortion of the 
syndicates who had taken up the loans 
of the present administration. Only 
about $5,000,000 had been paid in com- 
missions on loans of $2,500,000,000 dur- 
ing tlie war; in other words, the bond 
syndicate had mado more in placing a 
loan of $162,0011,000 than was paid for 
(loatiukt the entire war debt. The war 
loanj were floated among the people, as 
all loans should he. 
It waa said that one banker was to 


obtain $1,000,000 commission for float- 
ing the contemplated loan of $100,000,' 
OOtl. Tho people wore unable to com- 
prehend such reckless and wanton waste 
of millions. He did not mean to criti- 
cise the President, the secretary of the 
treasury or the syndicate, which were 
simply taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity, but he- insisted that the peouh 
would take tho bonds at much higher 
figures than th.ise paid to the govern 
ment.

Daily Sessions Will Soon Be Held 


in San Francisco. 


SAN FitANcittco, January 3.—Kylaml 


H. Wallace, tho San Francisco member 
of the commission for tho revision and 
reform of law, said today that as soon 
.19 Judge Baldwin of Stockton was well 
enough the commission would beem 
holding its daily sessions. Heretofore 
all the sessions of the commission have 
been held in Sacramento, hut they wem 
eo poorly attended by the members of 
the bar that the commissioners thought 
it best to hold the others in this city,
